dition on Nigger Slough. Bowron,
now Mayor of Los Angeles, is
one of the many public officials
of the 8tate mourning his pass-
ing.

About six months after gradu-
ation, Carrell started to practice
law in association with the late
Judge Joseph P. Sproul. Their
offices were in the old Wash.
ington ,.Building at 8rd and
Spring streets, in the basement
of which Fred Harlow had a
cafe, After two or three years
this association in the legal pro-
fessioh was interrupted by the
war, and the young lawyer en.
tered the training camp at Fort
MacArthur in' the class for heavy
artillery. The young men of this
group were ready to leave for
Fort Monroe, Virginia, to com-
plete their training in that branch
of the service, when the .Armis-
tice was signed.

A few 'months later Carrell
went back to the practice of law
again, associated in Los Angeles
with Phil Dodson.

He continued his law prac-
tice until 1929 when he was
appointed Justice of the Peace
for Gardena Township, by R.
F. McClellan, then chairman of
the Board of Supervisors. In
that office he succeeded J. 8.
Crandall, Justice of the Peace
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here for a number of years,

who died in July, 1929.

A few months later Judge
Carrell was assigned to the Mu-
nicipal Court where he sat for
four years, one year at San Ped-
ro. He has also served a number
of times as Judge Pro Tem in
the Superior Court.

In 1934 the townships of Gar-
dena, Lomita, Redondo, La Ram-
bla and Inglewood were com.
bided into the enlarged Ingle-
wood Township, and Judge. Car-
rell was elected as the first Jus-
tice of the Township Court. There
‘was at that time only one judge

| for the Township. Judge Carrell

was re-elected to that office the
year of 1938. With his election
to the enlarged township court
in 1934, he gave up his general
law practice.
